OE UNEE. DURING HEATED DEBATE IT BECAME APPARENT POSITIONS OP 
US, NON-ALIGNED AND USSR SHARPLY DIVERGENT. US INSISTED ON 
PORCE WHICH COULD EFPECTIVELY CARRY OUT MANDATE AND WHOSE 
MEMBERS NOT UNACCEPTABLE TO EITHER SIDE. USSR 
OPPOSED CANADIAN LOGISTIC CONTINGENT, DEMANDED EE 
PARTICIPATION, AND INSISTED ON EXPLICIT REJECTION OF ISRAELI 
VETO OVER COUNTRIES WITH WHICH IT DID NOT HAVE RELATIONS. 
NON-ALIGNED FAVORED BROAD GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION, INCLUDING 
TWO APRICAN STATES. US AND UK OBJECTED STRENUOUSLY TO SOVS PRUSTRA- 
TING SYG'S REPORTS TO SUPPLY UNEP. SC PRES OFPERED TO TRY 
TO DRAW UP PAPER WHICH MIGHT REELECT AGREEMENT BUT WHEN 
MEMBERS ARGUED THERE NO AGREEMENT HE BACKED OUT, AND INDIA 
RUSHED IN WITH PROMISE TO PRODUCE DRAPT. 

LATER, SC PRES CONVENED WEO'S AND GAVE THEM PAPER PRODUCED 
BY NON-ALIGNED WHICH STATED INTER ALIA SYG AUTHORIZED CONSULT 
GHANA, LIBERIA, INDONESIA, NEPAL, YUGOSLAVIA, PANAMA, 

PERU AND URUGUAY WITH VIEW TO DISPATCHING CONTINGENTS AND SYG 
AUTHORIZED DISPATCH TROOPS SOON AS HE WAS SATISPIED 
NECESSARY CONSULTATIONS COMPLETED. LOGISTICS SUPPORT INITIALLY 
WOULD BE SUPPLIED BY CANADA AND POLAND, PAPER STATED. WEO'S 
RAISED NUMBER OF QUESTIONS AND AGREED WITHOUT MUCH DIPPICULTY 
TO CHANGES EXCEPT POR QUESTION OP EXCLUDING YUGOSLAVIA. 

SC PRES SAID MALIK (USSR) ALSO SUGGESTED CHANGES, INCLUDING 
ADDITION CZECHOSLOVAKIA, BULGARIA AND GDR AND DELETION 
URUGUAY. WEO'S POUND THESE COMPLETELY UNACCEPTABLE. ALL AGREED 
THAT SC MEETING SHOULD BE DEPERRED UNTIL NOV. 2 (CONPIDENTIAL- 
USUN'S 4398, 4399)
